the government shall attain will 
depend upon tho moral support 
which you, as citizens, extend.” 
“Th# worst evil of disre­ 
gard for some low Is that it 
destroys respect for oil low," 
President Hoover added. 
He did not go beyond blo own 
pledge 
to 
attem pt 
enforce­ 
ment of tho law. 
Ho reiter­ 
ated his intention to appoint a 
national com mission which, ho 
said, would make "a searching 
investigation 
of 
tho 
whole 
structure of our federal sys­ 
tem of jurisprudence to in­ 
clude tho methods of enforce­ 
ment of tho lith amendment 
and tho causes of abuae un­ 
der it. 
“Its purpose will bo to make 
such recommendations for reor­ 
ganization of tho administration 
of federal laws and oourt proced­ 
ure as may bo found desirable.” 
He announced that, in tho 
mean while, ho would transfer 
rn long* port of prohibition en­ 
forcement responsibility from 
tho treasury to th* justice de­ 
partment, "as rn beginning of 
more effective 
organisation." 
President Hoover’s emphasis upon 
prohibition, to which ho devoted 
more attention than anything else, 
overshadowed other parts of his 
address, but he coupled a similar 
pledge to do everything possible 
to advance world peace. 
Indicat­ 
ing this will be on* of the chief 
alma of his administration, 
the 
president said; 
Would further Poaeo 
"I covet for this administra­ 
tion a record of having further 
contributed 
to 
advenes 
tho 
cause of pome." 
Ho offered to tho root of tho 
world tho sincere aid of tho 
United States in further re­ 
ducing armaments, but mads 
no spscifis proposal. 
Mr. Hoover predicted success for 
th# present movement for revision 
of the protocol of the World Court 
so that the United States may 
enter It 
without 
further 
senate 
action, a movement which he spon­ 
sored. 
No more “potent Instru­ 
mentality” for world psaoo ever 
has been conceived, tho president 
said. 
“Th# reservations placed upon 
our adherence should not be mis­ 
interpreted,” 
he 
declared. 
“The 
United States seeks by these reser­ 
vations no specie] privilege or ad­ 
vantage but only to clarify our re­ 
lation to advisory opinions and 
other matters which are subsidi­ 
ary to the major purposes of the 
court. 
“The way should, and I believe 
will, be found by which we may 
take our proper plaoe In a move­ 
ment so fundam ental to th# prog­ 
ress of poses.” 
Mr. Hoover praised the Kellogg 
anti-war treaty. 


way to greater limitation of arma­ 
ments, th© offer of which we sin­ 
cerely extend to the world.” He 
dismissed the League of Nations 
by saying that the people of tf* 
United 
States “hnve determined 
that we should make no political 
engagements such aa membership 
in. Ute League of Nations, which 
may commit us In advance as a 
nation to beoome Involved in the 
settlement of controversies between 
other countries.” 
"Peace," the president said, 
"can bo contributed to by re­ 
spect for our ability in de­ 
fense." 
Only Reference to Defense 
This was his only reference to 
national defanse. 
“Peace can bo promoted." ho 
continued, "by the limitation of 
arms and by th* creation of the 
instrumentalities for peaceful set 
tlement of controversies. 
But it 
will become a reality only through 
self-restraint and active effort in 
friendliness and helpfulness." 
The president said he leaves dis­ 
cussion of farm relief and tariff 
revision until his mesesg# to tho 
special 
session 
of congress 
ho 
will call 
He did 
not 
indicate 
what date ho would convene the 
session. 
In a survey of the country’s gen­ 
eral economic situation ho found 
satisfaction. 
As during tho cam 
paign, 
ho 
opposed 
government 
ownership and operation but ad 
vocated rigid government control 
of business and public 
utilities 
privately owned and operated. 
“Tho larger purpose of our eco 
nomie thought should bo to es 
t&bllob mere firmly stability and 
security of business and employ 
moat and thereby remove poverty 
otfll further Dom our borders," tho 
president declared. 
“Our people 
have In recent yearn developed a 
new found capacity for co-opera 
tion among themselves to offset 
high purposes of publie welfare." 
In bls appeal for extentlon of 
education, tho president hinted at 
creation of a federal department of 
education, though be did not go 
on record to this affect. 
Although education primarily Is 
a responsibility of the states and 
local communities,” he said, “and 
rightly so, yet the nation ae a 
whole la vitally concerned In It* 
development everywhere 
to

But here was none of the setting 
of ancient European capitals, and 
instead of th* "vivas" he bad just 
heard 
throughout Latin-America, 
the thundering cheers were inter 
apersee! with cries 
of 
“Atta-boy 
Herb” or "Three cheers for Hoov­ 
er.” And the president smiled. 
AR the presidential party 
Rped 
away to the Whit# House for lunch­ 
eon before taking Its plaoe on the 
reviewing stand In front of 
th* 
mansions, th* long parade began to 
unfold. 
The parade swung slowly aerose 
th* East Plasa of the capital past 
the huge stand where the president 
had just taken the oath wf office 
And found its way around the peace 
monument and into Pennsylvania 
avenue. At its head was a striking 
figure on horseback, General Char. 
lea F. Summers», 
whose soldiers 
crossed the Meuse river In France 
on armistice eve. 
California Colera 
Down lower Pennsylvania avenue 
draped with the «tars and «tripes 
and th* blue and gold coloni of Cal­ 
ifornia, President Hoover's 
home 
state, moved the parada swinging 
to the martial rythm of thirty-odd 
bends and drum oorpe. 
Up fifteenth street rolled th* par­ 
ade and turned Into upper Pennsyl­ 
vania avenu* on Fifteenth street 
and the upper avenue 
w in 
th* 
"aristocratic" stands. Upper Penn­ 
sylvania avenue, with Its 
stands 
hanked with ferns, looked like a 
garden. Through this path peaked 
with 
handsomely-gowned women 
and ellk-hstted men, the pageant 
moved to paso in review of Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Hoover, standing In 
their covered stand before the 
Whit* House. 
A burst of applause arose from 
the presidential stand and those op­ 
posite ae the parade approached, 
heeded by th* grand marshal, Gen­ 
eral Summers», followed by two 
aides, a color guard, orderlies, bug­ 
ler, the grand marshal's chief of 
Staff, Brigadier General George B. 
almonds, who was tallowed by two 
messenger officers en motorcycle*. 
more orderlies, and then a crack 
army band whloh will represent the 
United States In th* exposition at 
8*vUle, Spain. 
Then cam* the marshal's section 
of the first grand division, led by 
th* marshal, Major General Fred 
W. Bladen, U. B. A., with hi* or­ 
ganisation and staff. 
A glittering assemblance of about 
four thousand officers and men fol­ 
lowed In th* sections of the regular 
army, navy, coast guard, national 
guard, naval reserve and officers' 
reserve corps. 
Brigadier General 
Harry Lee, U. 8. 
Marin* Corps, 
commanded th* navy section, fol­ 
lowed by his staff. The famous ma­ 
rina band, whosa red coats are aeon 
at all Whit* House réceptions, led 
th* largest single contingent of the 
parade, th* marine regiment of 1600 
“devil doge "

led by Its marshal, Hubert Work, 
chairman of the Republican nation­ 
al committee, followed In automo­ 
bile* by a group of his aidas, poli­ 
tical strategists of tho campaign. 
Later cam# th* governors et the 
states, riding In motorcars and fel­ 
lowed by colors and color guards, 
their staffs, bands and escorts. Th* 
governors rode In the order of the 
entry of the states Into the union, 
Contingents of military colleges 
and schools preceded th* veterans’ 
organisations, which were lent a 
picturesque touch by the presence 
of the blue and grajT detachments 
at the Grand Army of the Re 
pubUc, with Major General john 
Clem, a drummer boy at Shiloh, 
and the United Confederates un 
der General A. T. Oopdwyn—the 
first 
time 
Confederates 
e v e r 
marched in th* inauguration of a 
Republican president. 
A delegation of more than a 
score of cowboys in costume yip­ 
ped and cut up to the delight of 
tho throngs. 
Th* United States 
Indian band of Tulsa, Okie., fol­ 
lowed by JIO Indiana In native 
garbs added further odor to the 
moving spccDum. 
Finally came the marching dubs 
from many states, the leaders In 
different costumes all vying to 
draw the plaudits of th* crowd. 
Appearing a t their 
height 
of 
2000 feet to be twinging over the 
entire four miles 
of 
marching 
thousands, a great fleet of air 
planes and dirigibles soared ma 
jestically to 
the accompaniment 
of drumming motors. 
The Ifeuge

We aspire to distinction in the 
world, but to a distinction based 
upon confidence in our eem;e of 
Justice as well ae our accomplish­ 
ments within our ow» borders and 
In our own lives, 
Fee wise guid­ 
ance In this great period of recov­ 
ery the nation is deeply Indebted 
to Calvin Coolidge. 
B ut all this majestic advance 
should not obscure the constant 
dangers from which self-govsrn- 
ment m ust ba safe-guarded. 
The 
strong m an m ust at all times be 
alert to the attack of insidious 
disease. 
Failure of Justice System 
“The most malign of all these 
dangers 
today Is disregard 
and 
disobedience of law. 
Crime ie in­ 
creasing. 
Confidence In rigid aitA 
■Seedy justice ie decreasing. 
I 
am not prepared to believe that it 
Indicates an impotence of the fed­ 
ora! 
government 
to 
enforce 
its 
laws. 
• 
“It to only in part due to ^ a d ­ 
ditional burdens imposed upon our 
judicial system by the lith amend­ 
m ent 
The 
problem 
to 
much 
wider than th a t 
Many influences 
had increasingly complicated and 
weakened our law enforcement or­ 
ganisation long before tho adop­ 
tion of the lith amendment 
“To re-establish tho vigor and 
effectiveness of law enforcement 
J we m ust 
critically consider the 
entire federal machinery of- Jus­ 
tl e , the redistribution of its func­ 
tions, the simplification of its pro­ 
cedure, the provision of additional 
special tribunals, the better se­ 
lection of juries and 
the 
more 
effective organization of our agen­ 
cies of investigation and prosecu­ 
tion that justice may be sure and 
th at it may be sw ift 
While the 
authority of the federal govern­ 
m ent extends to but part of our 
vast system of national, state and 
local justice, 
yet the standards 
which the federal government es­ 
tablishes have the most profound 
Influence upon the whole struc­ 
ture. 
System lil-Adapted 
“W e are fortunate in the ability 
sad Integrity of our federal Judges 
sad attorneys. 
But the system 
which 
these 
officers 
are 
called 
upon to adm inister to In many 
respects ill-adapted to present-day 
conditions. 
Its intricate end in­ 
volved 
rules of procedure 
have 
become 
the refuge of both big 
end little crim inals 
There to a 
belief abroad 
that 
by 
invoking 
technicalities 
subterfuge and de­ 
lay the ends of Justice may be 
thw arted by those who can pay 
the coat. 
“R e f o r m 
reorganizations 
and 
strengthening of our whole judicial 
and enforcement system both in 
ctvij and criminal sides have been 
advocated for years by statesmen, 
judges and bar associations. First 
steps toward that end should not 
longer be delayed. 
Rigid and ex­ 
peditious Justice is the first safe­ 
guard of freedom, the basis of all 
ordered liberty, the vital force of 
progress. 
It m ust not come to be 
in our republic that it can be de­ 
feated by the lniifference of the 
cltlssa, by exploitation of the de- 
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lays and the entanglem ents of Ute 
law, or by combinations of crimi­ 
nals. 
Justice m ust not toil be­ 
cause the agenclee of enforcement 
are either delinquent or Ineffici­ 
ently organized. 
To consider these 
evils, to find their remedy, to the 
most sore necessity of our times. 
“Of the undoubted abuses which 
have grown up under the lith 
amendment, part are due to the 
causes I have Just mentioned; but 
part ere due to the failure of some 
states to accept their share of re­ 
sponsibility for concurrent enforce 
ment and to the failure of many 
state and local officiate to accept 
the obligation under their oath of 
office 
zealously 
to 
enforce 
the 
Jaws. W ith the failures from these 
many causes has come a danger­ 
ous expansion in the criminal ele­ 
ments who have found enlarge# 
opportunities in dealing In illegal 
liquor. 
“But a large responsibility rests 
directly upon our cltlsena. 
There 
would be little trafflo In Illegal 
liquor lf only criminate patronised 
it. 
W e must awaken to tho fact 
that 
this patronaga from large 
numbers of law-abiding oltisens to 
supplying the rew ards and stim u­ 
lating crime. 
“I have been elected by yon to 
execute and enforce the tows of 
the country. 
I propose to do so 
to the extent of my own abilities, 
but 
the measure of success th at 
the 
government shall attain will 
depend upon the moral support 
which 
you, 
as 
cit lu n a 
extend. 
The duty of dtisens to support 
the 
laws 
of the land la co-equal 
with the duty of their governm ent 
to enforce the laws which exist. 
Destroys Respect 
“No greater national eenrloe (ton 
be given by men and woman of 
good will—who. I know, arn not 
unmindful of the responsibilities 
of citizenship — than th a t they 
should, by their exem pla assist 
In stamping out crime and out­ 
lawry by refusing participation la 
and condemning all transactions 
of Illegal liquor. 
Our whole sys­ 
tem of self-government will crum ­ 
ble either lf officials elect w hat 
laws they will enforce or elfi­ 
ns elect w hat laws they will 
support. 
The worst evil of disre­ 
gard for some law Is th at It de­ 
stroys respect for all tow. 
For 
our citizens to patronise the vio­ 
lation of a particular law on the 
ground that they are opposed to 
It is destructive on the very basto 
of all th at protection of life, of 
homes and property which they 
rightly claim under other laws. If 
citizens do not like a law, their 
duty as honest men and women 
to to discourage its violation; their 
right to openly to work for Its 
repeal. 
“To those of criminal mind there 
can ba no appeal but vigorous en­ 
forcement of the law. 
Fortunately 
they are but a small percentage 
of our 
people. 
Their activities 
m ust be stopped. 
National Investigation 
“I propose to appoint a national 
commission for a searching Inves­ 
tigation of the whole structure of 
our federal system of Jurispru­ 
dence, to Include the method of 
enforcement of the 18th am end­ 
ment and the 
causes of abuse 
under i t 
“Its purpose will be to make 
such recommendations for re-o r­ 
ganization of the adm inistration 
of federal laws and court proced­ 
ure as may be found desirable. In 
the meantime It is essential th at 
a large part of the enforcement 
activities be transferred from Ute 
treasury department to the de­ 
partm ent of Justice as a beginning 
of more effective organization. 
Government and Business 
“The election 
has 
again 
con­ 
firmed the determ ination of the 
American people that regulation of 
private enterprise and not govern­ 
ment ownership or operation la the 
course rightly to be pursued in our 
relation to business. 
In recent 
years we have established a differ­ 
entiation in the whole method of 
business regulation 
between 
the 
Industries which produce and dis­ 
tribute commodities, on the one 
hand, and public utilities on the 
other. 
lr, the latter, because we 
substantially 
confer 
a monopoly 
by limiting competition, we must 
regulate their service* and rates. 
The rigid enforcement of the laws 
applicable to both groups to the 
very base of equal opportunity and 
freedom from domination for all 
our people and It to Just as essen­ 
tial for the stability and prosper­ 
ity of business itself as for the 
protection of the public at large. 
"Such regulation should be ex­ 
tended by the federal government 
within the limitations of the con­ 
stitution and only whee the in­ 
dividual states are without power 
to protect their cithrens through 
their own authority. On the other 
hand, we should be fearless when 
the authority rests only in the 
federal government. 
Government Co-operation 
“The large purpose of our eco­ 
nomic thought should be to es­ 
tablish mora firmly stability and 
security of business *nd employ­ 
ment and thereby remove poverty 
still 
further 
from 
our 
borders. 
Our people have la recent years 
developed a new found capacity 
for co-operation among themselves 
to effect high purposes In public 
welfare. 
It to an advance toward 
tbs 
highest 
conception of «alf- 
government. 
Self-government doe* 
not and should not Imply the nee 
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of political agencies alone. Prog­ 
ress to born of co-operation in til 
community—not from govarnmen 
tai 
restraints. 
The 
govarnmen 
should assist and encourage the* 
movements o f collective «elf hrH 
by Itself co-operating with them 
Business 
has, 
by 
co-operation. 
m ade great progress in the ad­ 
vancem ent of service, in stability 
in regularity of employment and 
In the correction of Its own abuses. 
Such progress, however, can con­ 
tinue only ao long as business 
manifeste its respect for law. 
“There ie an equally important 
field of oo-operatlon by the fed 
oral government w ith the multi 
tude of agencies, state» municipal 
and private, in the system atic de­ 
velopment of those processes which 
directly affect public health, re 
creation, education and tha bom a 
W e have need further to perfect 
the means by which government 
Can be adapted to human service. 
Education a Responsibility 
“Although education to primarily 
a responsibility of the states and 
local communities, and rightly so, 
yet the nation as a whole to vitally 
concerned 
In 
Its 
development 
everywhere to the highest stand­ 
ards and to complete universality. 
Self-government can succeed only 
through an Instructed electorata 
Our objective to not simply to 
overcome illiteracy. 
The nation 
has 
marched 
far 
beyond 
th a t 
The more complex the problems 
of tb s nation become, the greater 
to the need for m ore and more 
advanced 
Instruction. 
Moreover, 
as our number* increase and aa 
our life expands w ith science and 
invention, we m ust discover more 
and more leaders for every walk 
of life. 
W e cannot hops to suc­ 
ceed In directing this Increasingly 
complex civilization unless we can 
draw all the talent of leadership 
from the whole people. One civili­ 
zation 
after 
another 
baa 
been 
wrecked upon the attem pt to se­ 
cure sufficient leadership from a 
single group or class. 
“If we would prevent the growth 
of 
claes distinctions 
and would 
constantly refresh a w leadership 
with the ideals of oar people, we 
m ust draw constantly Bum the 
general mass. 
The full opportun­ 
ity for «very boy and girl to rise 
through the selective processes of 
education oan alone secure to us 
this leadership. 
Publie Health 
“In public health the discoveries 
of science have opened a new 
era. Many sections of our country 
and many groups of our citizens 
suffer from diseases the eradica­ 
tion of which ara mere m atters 
of 
adm inistration 
and 
moderate 
expenditure. 
Public health service 
should be aa fully or rn n toed and 
aa 
universally 
Incorporated 
into 
our 
governmental 
system 
aa la 
public education. 
Tha returns are 
a thousand-fold In economic bene­ 
fits and Infinitely more In reduc­ 
tion of suffering and promotion of 
human happiness. 
World Reset 
“The United States fully accepts 
the profound truth th a t our own 
progress, prosperity and peace are 
Interlocked 
with 
the 
progress, 
prosperity and peace In all hum an­ 
ity. 
The whole world to a t paso*. 
Tho danger* to a continuation of 
this peace today are largely the 
fear 
and 
suspicion 
which 
still 
haunt tbs world. 
No suspicion or 
fear can bo rightly directed to­ 
w ard our country. 
“Those who have a true under­ 
standing of America know 
that 
we have no deair* for territorial 
expansion, for economic or other 
domination of othar peoples. Such 
purposes 
are repugnant to 
our 
ideals of hum an 
freedom. 
Our 
form of governm ent to all adaptad 
to the responsibilities which in­ 
evitably follow perm anent lim ita­ 
tion of tho independence of other 
peoples. 
Superficial 
observers 
seem to pad no destiny for our 
abounding increase In population, 
In wealth and power except th at 
of prosperity. 
They fall to see 
th at the American people are en­ 
grossed in the building for them ­ 
selves of a sew economic system, 
a new social system, a new po­ 
litical system -a ll of which are 
characterized 
by 
aspirations 
of 
freedom of opportunity and th ere­ 
by are the negation of Im perial­ 
ism. 
They fail to realize th at 
because of our abounding pros­ 
perity our youth a re pressing more 
and more Into our Institutions of 
learnings; 
that 
our

seeking a larger vision through 
aru. literature, science and travel;

they 
are 
moving 
toward 
stronger moral and spiritual life— 
th at from these things our sym ­ 
pathies are broadening beyond the 
bounds of our nation and race 
toward their true expression in A 
real brotherhood of man. 
Desire World Resee 
“They fail to see that the Ideal­ 
ism of America will lead It to no 
narrow or selfish channel, b u t in­ 
spire it to do its full share aa 
a nation toward the advancem ent 
of civilization. It will do th a t not 
by mere declaration but by taking 
a practical part in supporting all 
useful International undertaking*. 
We not only desire peace w ith the 
world, but to see peace m aintained 
throughout the world. We wish to 
advance the feign of justle# and 
reason toward the extinction of 
force.

“The permanent court of inter­ 
national justle* In Its m ajor pur­ 
pose Is thus peculiarly Identified 
with American 
Ideals 
and with 
American statesm anship. 
No more 
potent 
instrum entality 
for 
this 
purpose bas ever been • conceived 
and no other to practicable of es­ 
tablishm ent 
T he 
reservations 
placed upon our adherence should 
not bs misinterpreted. 
T he United 
States seeks by these reservations 
no special privilege or advantage, 
but only to clarify our relation to 
advisory opinions and other m at­ 
ters which are subsidiary to the 
m ajor purpose of the c o u rt 
The 
way should, and I believe will, be 
found by which we m ay take our 
proper place in a movement so 
fundamental to the 
progress of 
peace. 
Our 
people 
have 
determined 
th at we should m ake no political 
engagements such as membership 
in the League of N ations, which 
may commit us in advance as a 
nation to become involved in the 
settlements 
of 
controversies 
be­ 
tween other countries. 
They ad­ 
here to the belief th a t the Inde­ 
pendence of America from such ob­ 
ligations increase* its ability and 
availability for aerviceW n all fields 
of human progress. 
“Lately returned from a journey 
among our sister republics of the 
western hemisphere. 
I have re­ 
ceived unbounded hospitality and 
courtesy aa their 
expression of 
friendliness to our country. 
We 
ar* held by particular bonds of 
sym pathy 
and 
common 
interest 
w ith them. They are each of them 
building a racial character and a 
culture which

impressive 
contribution to

progress. 
W e wish only for the maintenance 
of their Independence, the growth 
of their stability and their pros­ 
perity. 
While we have had wars 
In the western hem isphere yet on 
the whole the record is In en­ 
couraging contrast w ith that of 
other parts of th# world. 
Fortu­ 
nately .the new world la largely 
fra* from the inheritance* of fear 
and distrust which have b o troub­ 
led th# old world.

It to impossible, my country­ 
men, to speak of peace without 
profound emotion.

we have abandoned th e hope for 
which all these men died. 
Surely 
civilisation to old enough, surely

Bloods Are Mingled 
Abroad, to w est end east, are 
nations whose sons mingled their 
blood with the blood of our sons 
on the battlefields. 
Most ct thee*

From one of 
them we derive our very language 
and from many of them much of

genius 
of

institutions. 
Their desire for peace is aa deep 
and sincere as our own. 
"Peace can be contributed to by

Special Session of Congress 
"Action upon some of th* pro­ 
posal* upon which the Republican 
party returned to power, particu­ 
larly further agricultural relief and 
limited changes In the tariff, can­ 
not In juftlce to cur farmer*, or 
labor and our manufacturer* be 
postponed. 
I shall therefore re­ 
quest a «pedal session of congress 
for th e consideration of these two 
questions. 
I «hall deal with each 
or t ieee upon th* assembly of the 
congree». 
M andatee From Election 
"It appears to me that the more 
Im portant further mandatee from 
the recent election were the m ain­ 
tenance of the integrity oi the 
constitution; the vigorous enforce­ 
m ent of the tows; the continuance 
of economy In public expenditure; 
the continued regulation of busi­ 
ness to prevent domination In the 
comm unity; the denial of ow ner­ 
ship or operation of business by 
the 
governm ent 
in 
competition 
with 
its citizens; 
the avoidance 
of policies which would involve us 
In th e controversies of foreign na 
Hone; 
the 
more effective 
reor­ 
ganisation of the departm ents of 
the federal government; the ex 
pension of public works, and th 
promotion 
of 
welfare 
activities 
affecting education and the horas. 
"These were the more tangible 
determ inations 
of 
the 
elections 
but beyond them was the confi­ 
dence and belief of the people that 
we would not neglect the support 
of the embedded ideals and as­ 
pirations of America. Thepe Ideals 
and 
aspirations are 
the 
touch­ 
stones upon which the day-to-day 
adm inistration and législative acta 
of 
governm ent 
m utt 
ba 
teated. 
More than this, the government 
m ust. 
bo far as lies within it* 
proper powers, give leadership to 
the realisation of these ideals and 
to th e fruition of these aspirations, 
No 
one 
can 
adequately 
reduce 
these 
things 
to 
the 
spirit 
of 
phrases mr to a catalogue of défi­ 
nitions. 
W e do know w hat the 
attainm ent of these ideate should 
be: 
The 
preservation 
of

governm ent and Its full founda­

or in social fields; 
the 
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office; the direction of economic 
progress toward prosperity and th* 
further lessening of poverty; th#

tolerance of all faiths; the strength­ 
ening of the home; the advance­ 
ment of peace. 
No Short Road

Ill-considered 
remedies tor our faults bring only 
penalties after them .

The Bishop WU blighted by 
Victor Emanuel for 20 years of service in religious and phil­ 
anthropic activities at Rome. Hit addrest in part follows. 
"The present Ie mn mg* of ma-^passions and appetites. Bom» wish. 
terlal civilisation the most wonder­ 
ful In the history of the world, and 
the temptations which it offers to 
spend life In self-indulgence and 
tho pursuit of pleasure are mani­ 
fold. 
“Pleasures of sense and of a sense 
governed are brought within the 
reach of all classes to an extent 
unknown in any previous ag». The 
marvelous discoveries in electricity 
and the surprising application to 
human needs, the swiftness with 
which thought files around the 
world, the new methods of locomo­ 
tion, the multiplication of labor 
saving machines, and the cheapen­ 
ing of art products and of so­ 
called luxuries, all conspire to tempt 
the senses and to call off attention 
from "the things unseen and eter­ 
nal.** 
"By common consent thought has 
; been centers# mainly upon physical 
comfort, material advantages, in- 
I dustrlal progress and social well­ 
being. 
"We have every reason to expect 
that the multiplication of these 
material resources and 
of these 
pleasures will advance with In­ 
creasing ratio, for one invention 
leads to another and the latest mir­ 
acle of adance and of human In­ 
genuity la soon surpassed by some­ 
thing still more wonderfUL The 
twentieth century will change the 
face of the world and the condi­ 
tions of human life even mors sur­ 
prisingly than the nineteenth did, 
and that la saying a good deaL 
Was It In view of such an age aa 
this that the master asked: *When 
the son of man cometh shall ha find 
faith on earth 7* 
“The grace of God hath appeared 
bringing salvation. Over the pre­ 
cepts of an austere Christian mor­ 
tality given In the first chapter, the 
apostle Paul throws a sudden Il­ 
lumination drawn from the motives 
which the advent of the Gospel In­ 
spires in Christian souls. Th» grace 
of God has become manifest, bring­ 
ing salvation to all, young and old, 
men and women, rich and poor, 
master and servants, student and 
professors, teaching all how to live. 
"Please not» that nothing Is said 
here about dogmas, creeds, or cere­ 
monies of the ohurch. It was not to 
teach these that the grace of God 
appeared, but to teach folk how to 
live In the present world. 
“FirsL *by denying ungodliness 
and worldly lusts.” They that are 
Christ's have just put off, concern­ 
ing th» former conversation, the 
old man which Is corrupt, and 
have crucified the flesh with af­ 
fections and lusts. The old sinful 
life has come to an end, and hence­ 
forth we are to live bi ‘this present 
world 
soberly, righteously and 
godly.* 
"Soberly has reference to the 
duties we owe ourselves; 
right­ 
eously or justly refers to oar rela­ 
tions with others; and gofly has 
to do with our obligations toward 
God. What does Jesus teach con­ 
cerning these three words which 
sum up our duties ae Christians 
toward ourselves, 
our fellowmen 
and to God In this present world? 
"I. 
Soberly, temperance or self 
control. Live soberly with respect to 
ourselvee in the government of our 


lng to do this have thought that 
they must retire from active life 
and hide themselves in monasteries, 
convent or a desert because there 
are troubles In Ute. There are dan­ 
gers In travel, must we therefore 
never venture from home? There 
are perils In learning, must we 
therefor» remain in ignorance. 
"This certainly ie not in harmony 
with the Christ thought In the gos­ 
pel there Is no premium In ascetic­ 
ism, no scorn for the beautiful, no 
approval of that morbid blindness 
to earth’s Innocent pleasures which 
has sometimes been mistaken tor 
piety. Asceticism is not a solution, 
but an Invasion of the body, It does 
not fight the battle but flees from 
the field. Jesus did not pray that 
those disciples might be taken out 
of the world but that they might 
be kept from the evil that Is In the 
world. Then no one escapes by hid­ 
ing, because the trouble and the 
storms ar» In him and he carries 
them wherever he goee. The prob­ 
lem must be solved not by a change 
of place but by a change of heart 
"Jesus did not even suggest that 
there was a deliverance tor the 
body by retreat from the world. On 
the contrary He came out of peace 
Into trouble, out of the company of 
saints into a world of aln, Into a 
life of suffering. Jesus can come In­ 
to life aa it was and into the whole 
of life. He met human lives Just 
where they were, among their nat­ 
ural Incidente of pleasure and pain, 
temptation and Joy. He came down

Bishop Charles Wesley Burns of­ 
ficiated at the dedication ritual of 
the new Educational-Social unit of 
the First Methodist church here 
yesterday. He is one of the young­ 
er and most popular bishops of the 
servie* 
Born of Scotch parentage- and 
now in his second quarter of the 
San Francisco area his work in­ 
cludes all foreign languages on the 
Pacifio coast and all Oriental work 
from the Mississippi river to the 
Philippine islands. 
The service yesterday was the 
153d dedicatory ritual at which he 
has presided during five years. 
He said in part: 
“It Is the task of the church to 
socialize the spiritual life of the 
church and to spiritualize the so­ 
cial Ufo.

Using as his subject or text, “It 
Might Have Been sold,” the bishop 
continued: 
“We look upon the windy side­ 
walk where the whole procession 
of humanity is moving and see the 
subtle philosophy underlying th© 
vulgarism,

sold.’ 
The m aster achievement of 
today is to keep one’s Christian 
stew ardship poised and intact with 
the kingdom. 
"We are living In an age when 
there is danger of the plausibility 
of the text, but we are not for 
sale.”

had left Egypt, the land of bond­ 
age, 
and 
were 
journeying 
to 
Canaan. 
They were without food 
and cried murmuring to God. 
“God heard 'their cry and sent 
the manna from heaven th a t their j 
hunger might be satisfied. 
“There 
are 
m a n y 
precious 
thoughts gained from the manna. 
First, It came from heaven, of 
God and not of man. 
So Christ 
came from the ‘Ivory Palaces’ and 
tabernacled among us; second, the 
manna w as of supernatural ap­ 
pearance—Christ’s birth was su­ 
pernatural, He was born and con­ 
ceived of the Holy ghost; 
third, 
they gathered what they had not 
seen before and when we leave 
worldly sin and come to Christ 
we are saved and find that we 
have never seen before; 
fourth, 
they gathered manna fresh daily 
and we must appropriate Christ 
daily In our lives—this necessitates 
consecration to Him; fifth, each 
man gathered for himself and his 
own 
household and this 
speaks 
of the personal touch with Christ: 
sixth, there was enough for all 
who were hungry and this proves 
Christ satisfies all and is no re­ 
specter of 
persons; 
and 
seven, 
the manna satisfied their hunger 
—and «aa satisfy every man who 
comas to Him.” 


The Rev. 
W ilbert H. 
McPeak, 
minister of the United Presbyteri­ 
an church, 
used 
for his 
Sunday 
morning text a portion of the verse 
from Joshua 13:1, “there remalnoth 
yet very much land to be possess­ 
ed.” 
Explaining his subject, the Rev. 
Mr. McPeak said in part: 
“There are two ways this text 
might be read. It may be read in a 
discouraged, hopeless, 
pessimistic 
tone of voice; indicating th at there 
is nothing ahead but certain defeat 
and disaster. They may be read in 
a positive, challenging, 
victorious 
tone of voice, as if to say, To be 
sure there is much land to be pos­ 
sessed, but we can possess ft.’ That 
was evidently the voice th at spake 
these words. 
A voice w ith a chal­ 
lenge in it. A voice that had the 
ring of victory in It, that called the 
men of Isreal to the colors. 
“Put these Words into the mouths 
of certain persons in America to ­ 
day, ‘there 
rem aineth 
yet 
very 
much land to be possessed in Ameri­ 
ca for tru th and righteousness’ and 
they will speak them with a long 
face and a discouraged tone of voice 
indicating 
th at 
they 
believe the 
task is hopeless. They will point to 
the corruption in great American 
cities—Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Los 
Angeles; the disregard for law and 
order: the contem pt for the 18th 
amendment, bootlegging and high­ 
jacking; the alleged carelessness of 
the modern youth; the Increase of 
divorce; 
the 
departure 
of 
the 
Church from the ancient orthodox­ 
ie s . These and many other things 
are pointed out as indications that 
wo are on the high road to de­ 
struction. 
“No sensible person 
will 
deny 
that there are 
many evil men; 
forces th at are deadly; influences 
that are bad. There are things even 
in the noblest enterprises which we 
deplore and if there was no m es­ 
sage from the eternal God for this 
day an dhour, all of us might well 
join 
the 
International 
Order 
of 
Crepe Hangers. B ut God Is In the 
heavens. If it he true th at all is 
not right with the world, the battle 
has not been lost. It Is about time 
for those who have fallen a victim 
to the plague of pessimism to let 
their membership in the Interna­ 
tional Order of Crepe H angers lapse 
and get back into line with the 
saints who 
have come 
marching 
down across the centuries with ban­ 
ners flying; w ith heads up; with a 
song; with a shout of victory—and 
in worse times than these—fay they 
belonged to the victorious arm y of 
God.”

W hile looking 
death In the face he spoke words 
like 
this to

‘These things speak I unto you that 
my Joy may be In you and that your 
Joy m ay be full.' W e m ay well ask 
of him the sources of this rem ark­ 
able spirit of happiness. 
“U nder four conditions we find 
this Joy of Jesus in evidence. First, 
when he was uttering the words 
just quoted, he found his happiness 
in the consciousness of doing con­ 
sistently w hat his F ather wanted 
him to do and knowing th a t he was 
dwelling 
in 
th at 
F ath er’s 
love. 
Nothing makes one so 
happy as 
being like God in one’s character 
and spirit. Happiness comes to Je­ 
sus, to John or Peter, or to John 
Jones 
of our 
own day 
when he 
knows th at in spirit he is . in h ar­ 
mony with the character and wish 
of God. 
' 
“Second, Jesus found th at happi­ 
ness w as a m atter of the inner spir­ 
it entirely independent of the outer 
conditions. “Happy are those that 
are poor in spirit, those th at are 
pure In heart, those 
th at 
hunger 
and th irst for righteousness, those 
that are makers of peace, etc.’ Even 
though he had no place to lay his 
head and call his home. even though 
he could not be called prosperous, 
he knew the secret of happiness In 
the 
cultivation 
of 
the 
spiritual 
things, the life within. Many illus­ 
trations of the truth of his position 
come to us in modern life. 
‘Third, Jesus found happiness in 
forgetting himself through his con­ 
stant ministering to others, 
He 
seems to tell us th at happiness is 
a by-product. W e find it not by a 
direct search for It hut by forgetting 
all about our own happiness In our 
concern for the happiness of other 
people. In healing the sick, helping 
the distressed and unfortunate, and 
restoring the wandering he drew 
deeply 
upon the 
well-springs of 
happiness# 
. 
“Fourth, Jesus found 
happiness 
by going the way of duty even when 
it m eant paying the terrible price 
that was involved in enduring the 
cross. Yet for the ‘joy th at was set 
before him’ he endured th© cross 
and despised its shame. 
Not by 
avoiding or evading duty by em ­ 
bracing it no m atter bow hard or 
how much it costs do we find the 
full happiness of life. Here is Jesus’ 
secret of happiness and he passes 
it on to all generations of men to 
try out to see w hether abundant 
life and happiness do not lie this 
way.”

Methodism, John Wesley, was forced to do in or­ 
der to have a place to propound the Gospel as 
he believed it, to this elegant edifice for Gospel 
teaching and Christian fellowship. 
We are glad we have been called upon to re­ 
cord the completion of various additional build­ 
ings in Santa Ana. 
The vision which inspired 
them. the development of our city, the enterprise 
of the citizens and the faith in the future which in­ 
sured their erection have been praiseworthy and 
impressive. 
But we believe that people generally 
will agree that the building of an edifice that cost 
a hundred thousand dollars, dedicated not to prof­ 
it, not to commerce, not to industrial life, but to 
the moral and spiritual training of the people is 
a more significant evidence of enterprise, of faith, 
and of vision than any structure erected with the 
hope of financial return. 
An ample and fine church, in a beautiful loca­ 
tion, in a beautiful city is constantly having its 
effect, as a silent preacher, upon the thousands 
who will view it.

The way in which traffic fatalities can be ma­ 
terially cut down if police and court authorities 
really put their minds to it is evidenced by what 
has been done in Detroit. 
At the beginning of 1928, Detroit launched an 
intensive campaign to reduce accidents. 
It put 
on extra police, had motorcycle officers patrol all 
streets regularly, did 
away with light 
sentences 
in the courts and, with the backing of the news­ 
papers, 
tried 
to educate driver 
and 
pedestrian 
to the importance of what was being tried. 
The result? Detroit’s traffic deaths in 1928 were 
20 per cent under the total of 1927. 
Yet in the 
nation as a whole the total was two per cent 
higher than in the preceding year. 
It takes effort and it costs money, of course. 
But our traffic casually list is a shame, and any 
remedy that produces results is a good one. Other 
cities might do well to copy Detroit.

succession marked an entire change of front of 
administration policies. 
The same was true with 
the succession of Andrew Johnson, and to lesser 
extent with Chester A. Arthur.
